Among  these  are  numerous  internet  offerings  and  a whole  new 
concept  in  American  cataloguing  with  the  new  “CatalogDisk”  released  earlier  this  month  by  Heritage 
Numismatic  Auctions,  Inc. 

Prices  for  the  older  material  will  inevitably  rise  as  there  will  be  fewer  and  fewer  printed 
catalogues.  Electronic  commerce,  which  functions  24  hours  a day,  seven  days  a week,  will  dominate 
the  numismatic  marketplace  in  just  a few  short  years.  Speaking  of  the  marketplace,  the  availability  of 
many  “name”  sales  is  already  extremely  thin.  Besides,  today’s  prices  are  the  same,  or  in  some  cases 
even  lower,  than  they  were  in  the  early  1980’s.  This  situation  must  correct  itself  in  the  immediate 
future  due  to  the  old  law  of  supply  and  demand. 

Internet  prices  for  certain  items  are  literally  exploding;  this  is  true  especially  for  the  early 
Redbooks.  As  seen  with  other  non-numismatic  booksellers,  their  prices  for  auction  catalogues  and 
reference  books  are  up  to  50%,  or  more,  higher  than  what  numismatic  literature  dealers  charge.  Some 
examples  of  this  will  be  presented  in  our  next  full  list  due  out  next  month. 

Look  this  flyer  over  and  give  us  a call  or  e-mail  if  there  is  something  of  interest.  We’d  like  to 
remind  you  that  many  items  from  our  February  2000  list  of  numismatic  literature  are  still  available  at 
very  reasonable  prices.  Don’t  get  caught  waiting  and  wanting  in  the  transition  period.  Buy  now, 
before  the  price  increases  become  reality!

well  represent  one  of  the  final  “telephone  book”  sized  catalogues  ever  printed. 


It  features  12  named  consignors  with  544  pages.  Issue  price  was  $25 $20. 

2)  Bluestone;  11/30/40;  #56.  This  Syracuse,  NY,  dealer  handled  a surprising 

number  of  quality  coins.  John  Pittman  bought  many  items  from  his  sales $15. 

3)  Bluestone;  09/10/41;  #63.  Over  100  lots  of  Large  Cents,  4 - 1 873  Pattern 

Trade  Dollars,  Currency,  Political  medals,  all  regular  U.S.  issues $15.

of  U.S.  coins  is  offered  in  this  surprisingly  scarce  modern  sale.  There’s  a 
1796  Half,  1794  Dollar,  1889-CC  Dollar  in  Mint  State,  1856-D  Gold  $1,  many 
Counter-Stamped  coins,  a 1917  flip-over  double  strike  Mercury  Dime,  Encased 
Postage,  a nice  run  of  Canadian  and  English  coinage,  Calif.  Fractional  gold..  $15. 

10)  Bowers;  09/12/94;  Salisbury  / Woods,  248pp.,  3639  Lots.  Other  consignors 

are  Bebee  and  Seick.  Patterns,  Gobrecht  Dollars,  Canadian,  Choice  Large 
Cents,  1876-CC  Twenty-cent  Piece,  quality  gold  including  a 1915  Pan-Pac 
set.  Assay  Medals,  Hawaiian,  1859-S  Mint  State  Dollar $12. 

11)  Bowers;  01/05/95;  Commodore  Perry,  232pp.,  3641  Lots.  Nice  Large  Cents, 

Choice  early  Half  Dimes,  Mint  State  1795  Dollar,  1849  Proof  Gold  $1 $10. 

12)  Bowers;  03/18/99;  Voigt  / Lee,  276pp.,  3763  Lots.  Choice  Morgan  Dollars, 

nice  run  of  Indian  and  Lincoln  cents,  an  MS-66  1937-D  3-legged  Buffalo, 
superb  currency  including  many  Nationals,  Encased  Postage,  U.S.  gold $12. 


13)  Bovvers;  08/09/99;  Rarities,  1 97pp.,  500  Lots.  An  interesting  offering  of  Proof 

and  LIncirculated  U.S.  coinage.  Several  earlier  Proof  issues  prior  to  1840  show 
obvious  signs  of  incomplete  strikes  and  are  of  questionable  status  as  Proof 
issues  since  there  is  absolutely  no  documentation  to  support  such  claims SI 5. 

14)  Bovvers;  08/30/99;  Childs,  242pp..  803  Lots.  The  highlight  is  the  offering  of 

the  highest  graded  1804  dollar,  which  sold  for  over  $4  million  dollars.  Full-page 
color  plates  show  the  numerous,  minor  handling  marks  and  weak  areas  of  the 


strike.  It  is  quite  interesting  to  compare  this  piece  with  the  King  of  Siam 
specimen.  A wonderful  assortment  of  U.S.  gold  rounds  out  the  offering S35. 

15)  Bovvers;  08/31/99;  Minning,  1 1 1pp.,  2487  Lots.  Nice  early  copper,  1943-S 

Bronze  Cent,  Proof  3-cent  pieces,  an  MS-67  1839-0  Dime,  nice  Seated  and 
Trade  Dollars,  a 3-pc.  1845  Gold  Proof  set,  and  $50  Pan-Pac  pieces S10. 

16)  H.  Chapman;  05/09/29;  McKean,  47pp.,  1254  Lots.  Ancients,  Foreign, 

Patterns,  Calif.  Fractional  gold,  and  regular  U.S.  gold  and  silver  issues S35. 


17)  Early  American  Numismatic  Auctions;  04/20/96;  MBS,  79pp.,  762  Lots. 

Strong  Colonials  including  Fugios,  interesting  assortment  of  coin  scales,  1792 


Half  Disme,  Pillar  Dollars,  Colonial  currency,  Fractional  Currency  Shield S8. 

18)  French’s;  11/10/67;  M. A. N.A.  - Harrisburg,  63pp.,  1698  Lots.  The  highlight 
of  this  catalogue  is  one  of  the  first  offerings  of  the  1715  Treasure  Fleet  Gold 
Cobs,  which  are  plated  in  black  and  white S40. 


19)  Harmer,  Rooke;  11/12/71;  South  & Central  America;  80pp.,  1598  Lots. 

A somewhat  scarcer  catalogue  from  this  firm.  Along  with  the  coins  relative 
to  the  title,  there  is  a 1792  Cent  without  the  silver  plug;  one  of  just  four  known. 
There  are  even  Ancients  and  U.S.  Territorial  Gold S30. 

20)  Kreisberg/Schulman;  04/03/59;  183pp.,  3271  Lots.  A little  bit  of  everything. 

One  of  the  more  interesting  lots  is  the  unique  1873  Double  Proof  set  complete 
with  official  documentation,  which  was  issued  September  30,  1874.  The  1873 
No  Arrows  issues  had  been  illegal  for  one  and  a half  years  at  this  point S40. 

21)  B.  Max  Mehl;  06/11/46;  Atwater;  199pp.,  2398  Lots.  One  of  Mehl’s  high- 

lights. Two  1804  Dollars  and  nearly  a complete  run  of  all  U.S.  coinage  in 
top  condition.  There’s  also  a “Who’s  Who”  of  early  collectors  in  the  back  ..  $100. 

22)  B.  Max  Mehl;  04/26/49;  Dr.  Charles  W.  Green;  161pp.,  3296  Lots.  Superb 

U.S.  gold  including  a complete  collection  of  Gold  Dollars  from  all  mints. 

Regular  issue  coinage  includes  1796  and  ’97  Half  Dollars,  etc.  A nice 
selection  of  Foreign,  including  Multiple  Crowns,  finishes  this  important  sale  $75. 

23)  B.  Max  Mehl;  05/23/50;  Golden  Jubilee  / Kern;  196pp.,  2763  Lots. 

Mehl’s  last  great  hurrah.  Flere,  again,  U.S.  gold  dominates  over  1/3  of  the 
catalogue.  The  silver  dollars  include  such  rarities  as  the  1804  and  1884  and 
‘85  Trade  Dollars.  Early  copper  compliments  the  extensive  silver  run.  A 
core  reference  sale 
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$75. 


24)  Presidential;  1 1/16/96;  #61;  1 1 1pp.,  1 37 1 Lots.  Tokens,  Medals,  Political 

items,  Decorations $5. 

25)  Presidential;  05/16/97;  #62;  89pp.,  454  Lots.  U.S.  Mint  Medals,  Presidential 

and  Political,  World’s  Fairs  and  Expositions,  Tokens $5. 


26)  RARCOA;  04/26/63;  J.F.  Bell  Gold;  176pp.,  1570  Lots.  An  outstanding 

offering  of  U.S.  gold.  A few  early  silver  &.  copper  rarities  are  also  included.  S30. 

27)  Sotheby;  12/14/73;  Various  Owners;  390  Lots.  Ancients,  English  including 

historical  medals.  The  most  interesting  part  of  this  completely  over-looked 
sale  is  the  small  collection  of  U.S.  Patterns,  which  included  the  unique  1794 
Copper  Dollar,  J-18,  without  stars  (ex-Judd).  Another  piece  is  the  1799  Eagle 
struck  in  copper,  J-26,  with  two  deep  chisel  marks  on  reverse  (ex -Newcomer); 


both  of  which  are  plated S45. 

28)  Spink  & Son;  10/10/85;  No.  47;  36pp.,  328  Lots.  An  English  auction  of 

numismatic  books  and  duplicates  from  the  library  of  the  Royal  Mint  S8. 


29)  Stack’s;  11/06/47;  Mason  Williams;  84pp.,  1752  Lots.  A strong  offering 

of  U.S.  Pioneer  and  Foreign  gold  coins,  also  includes  U.S.  and  Foreign  silver 
and  copper  coins S25. 

30)  Stack’s;  04/26/62;  Cox;  124pp.,  3214  Lots.  Noted  for  the  impressive  U.S. 

Half  Dollars,  this  catalogue  features  such  rarities  as  the  1838-0,  1850  Proof, 
1853-0  No  Arrows,  and  1878-S.  There  are  many  Patterns  including  an  1836 
Trial  Hub  Striking,  possibly  from  the  Gobrecht  estate.  There's  also  a nice 
run  of  small  denomination  U.S.  gold S35. 


31)  Stack’s;  03/16/88;  Halpern  Large  Cents;  244pp.,  774  Lots.  Some  of  the 

finest  condition  Large  Cents  from  all  of  the  past  collectors  and  auctions  are 
highlighted  with  8 pages  of  beautiful  color  plates S45. 

32)  Stack’s;  05/04/99;  “Mr.  1796”,  John  Whitney  Walter;  108pp.,  96  Lots. 

The  absolute  finest  set  of  1796  die  varieties  of  U.S.  coinage  ever  assembled. 
Every  coin  is  within  the  condition  census;  all  are  plated  in  color.  There  is  a 
photographic  example  of  recreating  the  1 797  Half  Cent  over  NC-7  Spoiled 
Cent.  Also  included  is  a valuable  auction  appearance  guide  of  1796  coins 
from  1851-1999.  A fabulous  display,  which  made  for  a landmark  sale! $50. 

33)  Superior;  12/01/90;  December;  244pp.,  2596  Lots.  A fine  assortment  of 

World  Gold,  Crowns  and  Minors;  plus  Mexican,  and  Ancients.  The  highlight 
of  this  sale  is  the  coinage  of  France  from  King  Farouk.  One  small  plate  on 
page  233  has  been  cut  out,  and  there  are  several  lots  with  prices  written  in $8. 

34)  Superior;  05/31/92;  Dr.  Jack  Adams;  323pp.,  3135  Lots.  Impressive  Large 

Cents  and  U.S.  gold,  the  highlight  of  which  is  the  1852/1  Humbert  $20  Gold 
Fhoof.  This  catalogue  has  one  small  plate  cut  out  and  writing  on  a very  few 
lots.  Contains  five  beautiful  color  plates $12. 
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35)  Superior;  02/17/97;  Gainsborough  II;  228pp.,  3496  Lots.  Features  a 

major  collection  of  U.S.  coinage  in  copper,  nickel,  silver,  and  gold.  The  gold 
portion  is  comprised  of  selections  from  Dr.  Jerry  Buss.  The  color  plates 
contain  many  beautiful,  originally  toned  U.S.  coins,  including  a near  Mint 
State  1794  Dollar SI 5.

36)  A1  Blythe;  Complete  Guide  to  Liberty  Seated  Half  Dimes;  1992;  167  pages, 

Soft  Cover.  The  current  standard  reference.  In  depth  year  and  mintmark 
analysis  include  varieties  and  rarity  levels.  Comes  with  large,  clear  black  and 
white  plates  to  help  with  attribution S25. 

37)  Q.  David  Bowers;  Silver  Dollars  of  the  United  States  Encyclopedia  - 

Vol.  I & II;  1993;  Over  2000  pages.  The  most  comprehensive  year  and 
mintmark  analysis  of  Bust,  Seated,  Trade,  Morgan,  and  Peace  Dollars  ever 
published.  An  indispensable  reference  that  is  now  out  of  print.  Many 
enlarged  photos  and  background  information  make  this  a "must  have” 
volume  for  anyone  interested  in  silver  dollars  of  the  United  States.  As  the 
title  says  it  is  "a  Complete  Encyclopedia”.  Previous  auction  records  have 
gone  over  the  S500  mark.  It  is  extremely  doubtful  this  set  will  ever  go  down 
in  value.  One  softcover  set  is  available  at S495. 

38)  Q.  David  Bowers;  Abe  Kosoff- Dean  of  Numismatics;  1985;  351  pages. 

A most  interesting  account  of  Kosoff  s numismatic  activities.  Many  pictures 
accompany  this  informative  book  along  with  a complete  listing  of  Kosoff  s 
auction  catalogues  beginning  in  1940.  He  handled  every  major  rarity, 
including  Patterns  and  Territorial  Gold;  and  was  a participant  in  the  1954 
Palace  Collection  sale  of  King  Farouk S30. 

39)  Walter  Breen;  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  and  Colonial  Proof  Coins:  1722-1989, 

Revised  and  Corrected  Edition;  1989;  338  pages.  This  revised  edition 
was  deemed  necessary  to  attempt  clarification  of  his  earlier  1977  work. 

Breen’s  entire  concept  of  early  proof  coinage  prior  to  the  mid- 1 830’s  is  based 
on  the  physical  examination  of  coins  that  he  has  labeled  as  proof.  Most  of  his 
rhetoric  is  unsubstantiated  and,  as  of  now,  there  has  yet  to  be  one  sirred  of 
evidence  uncovered  which  documents  and  or  confirms  any  early  Proof  coinage 
from  the  U.S.  Mint.  Based  on  all  sources,  the  coins  outlined  in  this  compilation 
remain  nothing  more  than  prooflike  business  strikes  until  official  documentation 
confirms  otherwise.  Imaginative  writing  even  if  you  don’t  believe  all  of  it.  ..  S35. 

40)  Handbook  of  United  States  Coins  (Bluebook);  Yeoman;  Second  Edition,  1943. 

A nice,  Fine+  copy  of  this  scarcer  bluebook.  Cover  shows  60%  gilt  and  the 
binding  is  tight.  The  pages  are  fresh  with  no  writing.  With  Redbooks 
exploding  in  price,  the  Bluebooks  will  not  be  far  behind S35. 


41)  Handbook  of  United  States  Coins  (Bluebook);  Yeoman;  Fourth  Edition,  1945; 

BLACK  COVER  VARIANT.  Most  of  these  come  absolutely  terrible. 

The  reason  for  the  black  cover  is  still  unconfirmed,  but  the  situation  with  WWII 
may  have  had  something  to  do  with  it.  Most  of  the  gilt  is  present,  but  the 
covers  themselves  are  wrinkled;  this  is  typical.  The  binding  is  nice  and  tight 
and  the  pages  are  fresh  and  unmarked.  This  would  grade  Fine  and  is  apparently 
unknown  in  Mint  or  Near  Mint.  (I'd  gladly  pay  $300  for  a Mint  copy.) 

This  one  is  priced  at $60. 

42)  J.H.  Cline;  Standing  Liberty  Quarters,  Third  Edition;  1997;  175  pages. 

This  latest  update  covers  more  background  information  about  MacNeil's 
early  troubles  with  the  government.  There’s  also  a plated  Error  section  to 
compliment  the  date  and  mintmark  listings.  Some  written  comments  are 
noted  on  some  of  the  pages  along  with  a price  guide  in  the  back $20. 

43)  E.  L.  Mason;  The  Later  Publications  of  E.  Locke  Mason  - Vols.  VII-XIV, 

1879-1891;  1998.  Large  format,  Hardbound  Reprint  by  Charles  Davis.  A 
fascinating  look  back  to  the  1880’s  and  1 890's  with  lively  discussion  and 
revealing  insights  into  the  numismatic  marketplace $95. 

44)  A1  Overton  / Don  Parsley;  Early  Half  Dollar  Die  Varieties,  1794-1836;  Third 

Edition,  First  Printing;  1990;  676  pages.  The  standard  reference  for  the 
series.  The  new  “brick”  has  better  enlarged  plates  with  recent  die  marriages 
to  give  the  collector  of  Bust  Halves  an  edge  on  unsuspecting  coin  dealers. 

A tremendous  reference $70. 

45)  Redbook;  Yeoman;  3rd  Edition;  1949.  This  copy  has  a tight  binding  with 

all  the  gilt  showing  on  the  cover  and  spine,  but  slightly  faded.  Personally,  I 
never  seen  a Mint  copy  of  this  particular  year.  If  one  exists,  I’d  gladly  pay 
$500.  All  things  considered,  this  is  a nice  example  of  this  difficult  issue $125. 

46)  Redbook;  Yeoman;  5th  Edition;  1952-53.  Here  is  a Near  Mint  copy  of  the 

toughest  edition  in  the  entire  series.  The  gilt  is  fresh  and  complete  on  the 
cover  and  spine;  the  binding  is  very  tight,  and  the  pages  are  white  and  fresh. 
There  is  no  writing  anywhere.  The  only  defect  is  a slight  corner  bump  on 
the  back.  For  the  finest  Redbook  collection $350. 

47)  American  State  Papers  - Finance;  Vol.  IV,  1817-1823,  & Vol.  V,  1824-1828; 

1077pp  & 1 143pp  respectively.  Marbled  boards  detached  on  both  volumes. 
Spines  deteriorating  and  cracked  in  the  middle.  All  pages  complete  and  fresh 
with  no  foxing.  These  extremely  scarce  volumes  provide  detailed  documentation 
about  early  United  States  financial  activities.  This  includes  Mint  Director 
Reports  from  the  respective  years  and  communications  from  the  Treasury 
Department  to  Congress.  A vast  amount  of  information  on  commerce  is 
interleaved  with  documents  on  public  monies,  assays  of  foreign  coins,  deposits 
in  banks,  and  other  numismatically  interesting  historical  information.  These 
heavy  volumes  are  seldom  offered.  Comes  with  a generous  supply  of  old  dust.
